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PLANS COMPLETE FOR NEW 


BOULEVARD 


Mayor and Officials Preparing for a 


Great Driveway Along Ceme=> 


tery Creek. 


The plans for 
the 
proposed boule- 


vard along the creek which comes down 
in "a circuitous course from the foothills 
in the northern part of the city have now 
been completed. 
They have been ap- 


'proved by Mayor Mott and the other 
members of the Board of Public Works. 
They have also met with the appreciation 
of many of the people who own the prop- 
erty abutting on the east and west banks 
of the stream and It Is understood that 
nearly ail of those owners have agreed 
to'give to the city the right and title 
to enough ot their holdings to enable the 
construction of a boulevard which shall 
bo-broad, attractive, 
commanding and 


beautiful. 


THE ACCEPTANCE. 


When these property owners shall have 


agreed to this grant, nothing will remain 
save the acceptance of tho grant by the 
Council and the appropriation by that 
body of a sum. of money which may be 
required to make the project an accom- 
plished fact. 


It is understood that the Council Is 


practically unanimous on the subject and. 
In fact, that' a number of tho members 
of 'that body ore just as enthusiastic 
' over the improvement as are any of the 
projectors. 


The southern end of the proposed drive- 


way will bo at Bay place and Twenty- 
fourth street. 
It will thence follow the 


meander of tho stream i:i a northerly di- 
rection as far as Moss avenue. 


The -width wlil be Irregular,' but at no 


place will the driveway be as narrow as 
a local street. 


At Bay place the boulevard will be 


eighty feet in width; at Twenty-ninth 
street 150 feet; between Radwick and 
Craxton avenues It will broaden to the 
extent of 210 feet; at Westfnll avenue it 
will contract to 170 feet, and at Franklin 
avenue it will have a stretch of 175 feet. 
North of the latter thoroughfare is a 
curved roadway which leads right to the 
boulevard. This roadway is seventy feet 
In width, extends to Moes avenue and Is 


IS E l 


en own as Richmond avenue. 
It Is from 


this roadway that the great drive Is to 
taka Its name because the proposed thor- 
oughfare will be known as Richmond ave- 
nue. 


The boulevard will have a total length 


of 3600 feet. 


Of this length fully 1000 feet pass 


through 
Oak 
Park Tract, a. most 


beautiful section, the lands ;of which 
extend on either side of the drive ful- 
ly 1600 feet, lying between 
Piedmont 


and Kempton avenues, the western 
and eastern boundaries of the 
tract 


respectively. 


KEEP THE STREAM. 


It is the purpose to always keep the 


stream In an attractive and cleanly 
condition. 
The wall-like banks will 


be trained with vines and beautified 
with parterres of varlgated 
flowers. 


The edges of the roadway will 
be 


parked and rendered ornate with flow- 
ering shrubs and palms. The bends of 
the creek will be lined by the drive 
but where the stream describes an 
acute angle, the roadway will follow 
a straight line .and the Bangle will bo 
transformed 
with a m'lnlature park 


with settees for people who wish to 
enjoy the surroundings. 


At various places clusters of oak 


trees, gnarled and aged will be inec. 
The road will run around these and 
care will be taken to preserve them 
for future generations. 


At 
the southern 
termination 
the 


boulevard will connect with Harrison 
and Grand avenue boulevards as also 
the 
boulevard around Lake Merrltt. 


An attempt will later be made to ex- 
tend the new boulevard up the Pied- 
mont hills from Moss avenue. 


Mayor Mott says that he does not 


think the cost of the improvement will 
he great. It may be necessary, per- 
haps, to pay for a couple of pieces of 
abutting property but of that he is 
not yet certain.

bottles of whisky and it was owing to 
his imbibing a considerable quantity of 
the stolen firewater that caused him to 
leave such traces of his operation that 
directed suspecion in his direction and 
later caused his arrest. 


Burke has been a laborer In and about 


Sunol fbr a number of years and Is about 
27 years of age. He has been employed 
off and on by the Spring Valley Water 
Company and was drinking with a party 
of friends the day before the commission 
of the robbery. It is believed that under 
the influence of the liquor he committed 
the crime.

Dr. Hyde's address was as follows: 
""When the Gaelic League was started 


some ten or twelve years ago it was 
found that throughout two-thirds of the 
area of Ireland—that is, over the whole 
English speaking area—the densest and 
blackest ignorance prevailed, even among 
educated men, Ignorant not only about 
the 
language that 
their fathers 
and 


grandfathers had spoken, but about'their 


particular history, their history of 


their, race, of their country, of their peo- 
ile. If throughout two-thirds of Ireland 
the population had been negroes or cast- 
aways planted there In the last century 
they could scarcely have been more ab- 
solutely Ignorant of their own past than 
were the Ilrish, and yet the Irish arc 
neither negroes nor mongrels nor cast- 
aways, nor are they a people without a 
past. 


"On the contrary, they boast almost 


the proudest race heritage in 
Europe. 


They are the descendants to which al- 
most every country In Western Europe 
frankly acknowledges that It owes a debt 
of gratitude, and if this is so, as I am 
convinced It Is, then the first educational 
step to be taken by the Gaelic League 
Is to bring to the English-speaking Irish 
a sense of self-respect by teaching them 
their own past. \Ve must bring them to 
recognize that they arc not, as they until 
lately were practically taught by the 
English Government to believe, sprung 
from a race oC nobodies or slaves, but 
that they really and truly have behind 
them a great past, a noble past, a true 
and a real possession, of which no man 
can rob them, and that as inheritors of 


attend-Its classes their own traditions 
and it conjures them to live up to them 
n the present. The great obstacle to the 
moral improvement of Irishmen during 
the last sl^ty years has been beyond al 
doubt the system of education imposed 
upon us by a handful of irresponsible of- 
ficials appointed, by the English Govern- 
ment, most of them politicians at heart 
not educationalists, one of whose gram 
alms and objects has been to cut off from 
the inhabitants of our island all knowl- 
edge of their own past, of their own his- 
tory, of their own language; whose stand 
ing policy, until momentary change fou 
years ago had always been to denational 
ize the people of Ireland and to make hy- 
brids of them, robbing them deliberate!! 
of one of the most precious possession 
that a man can have—a possession of in 
finite Importance in molding the charac- j 
ter and introducing the race type, a pos- 
session which cannot be bought for mon- 
ey or made to order, the sense of being 
an Inheritor of a glorious past. 


"Now, 
confining our attention for the 


present to the English speaking parts of 
Ireland, let us see what work in an edu- 
cational sense is being performed by the 
Gaelic League wherever It has gained a 
footing. It found the people victims of. 
the educational majority 
of politicians 


who manned the Education Board steep- 
ed in an artificially produced ignorance 
of their own history, language, customs, 
music and past traditions. 
Now, there 


are, unfortunately, certain people who 
cannot bear to see the Irish taking any 
initiative, or going off on any lines of 
their own, and these people are always 
saying to us, 'Why don't you teach the 
people English or Continental literature, 
and English or Continental music, or at 
all events something that might be of 
more use to them when they go abroad 
than your miserable Irish?' 
Whoever 


makes such a remark to me I answer him 
'My dear objector, you may be a great 
philanthropist, but you are not a student 
of human nature. 
Are you serious in 


asking us to teach something which we 
have no Inherited fitness to teach, nor ths 
people any natural aptitude to learn? You 
tire asking us to swim against the stream, 
not with it. 
To do something toward 


the doing of which the people will not be 
moved by their natural Instincts and. in- 
ner nature to meet us half way.' 


EDUCATION MISDIRECTED. 


"If this answer surprises any one. let 


him consider this with me for a moment: 
The 
Government Board 
of Education 


spends many hundreds of thousands of 
pounds yearly in educating teachers and 
pupils in what they consider to be foreign 
and unnatural lines. Of the hundreds of 
thousands educated by them in the un- 
Irish, colorless fashion, I would ask you 
how many have ever banded themselves 
together for the study of English litera- 
ture or of Engliph history? I should say 
that not half a dozen, perhaps not three, 
,uch societies exist throughout the whole 
jxtent of Ireland, manned, I mean, by 
men and women educated by the govern- 
ment board. It ,1s because ths boys and 
girls of Ireland ask for educational bread

The German Tariff and California 
Products 


It has been definitely ascertained, and may be accepted as basic 


fact, that Germany has heretofore taken at least fifty per cent of the 
entire export of prunes from the United States. 


In a normal season California produces about one hundred and 


eighty-five millions of pounds of prunes. Other States will add at 
least sixty-five millions of pounds, so that the total prune product 
of the United States annually may be set down at two hundred and 
fifty millions of pounds. 


The home consumption of prunes 
amounts to about 
sixty 


millions of pounds, leaving one hundred and 
ninety 
millions of 


pounds to find market in foreign countries, and of this amount, 
Germany, as already indicated, has taken fifty per cent. 


To make a conservative statement we are perfectly safe in 


declaring that Germany affords market for at least seventy-five 
•trillions of pounds of prunes produced in the United States annually. 
Germany has recently remodeled its impost duties on dry fruits 
from the United States, the present rate being fifteen marks per 
100 kilos. Prunes in the German tariff are treated separately, and 
while the exact facts are not at hand as to the rate on prunes, it is 
a well-ascertained fact that the rate imposed as against our product 
is $0.0117 per pound more than the reciprocity rate established 
between Germany, France, Italy and Austria. Germany has entered 
into a reciprocity arrangement with the three countries named, and 
the result is a practically prohibitive tariff on prunes from the 
United States. 


A well-informed exporter of California dried fruits declared 


before the meeting of the State Board of Trade last Tuesday that 
under existing conditions, with Germany eliminated from the list 
of consumers, if California produces in the season of 1906 one hun- 
dred and fifty millions of pounds of prunes—which would be at 
least thirty-five to forty millions of pounds below the standard— 
the growers would keep at least seventy-five millions of pounds. 
That statement has found full confirmation in all the attendant facts, 
and it means practically the ruin of the prune industry of California. 
It means a hold-over of seventy-five to eighty millions of pounds 
of prunes. 
It means a ruinously low rate for 
whatever is 


sold. 
It means that one-half of the prune orchards of California are 


useless beca-ise their product is in excess of the demand. It means 
the destruction of a profitable market, and consequently the denial 


A Matter of Business. 


Any community in which the law is powerless to protect 


women from indecent assault and female children from the wiles of 
lecherous degenerates has a sorry claim to present for the home- 
seeker.

It is high time the 


people of Alameda county had a heart to heart discussion with their 
consciences—or their self interest—touching the frequency of cer- 
tain crimes of late and the practical immunity of the perpetrators 
from punishment. Aside from the principles of honor and decency 
which ordinarily apply in such matters, there is a material side to 
this particular form of criminal manifestation that will enforce the 
attention of even those who can only be influenced by sordid con- 
siderations. 
The injury to its fair fame inflicted on'the city by the 


widespread publication of these shocking occurrences in our midst 
will inevitably deter people from buying property and building homes 
here. The honor of an unprotected orphan child or a poor working 
girl may be esteemed as too trifling a thing to merit the protection of 
the chivalry of men and the instrumentalities of justice, but business 
is a matter indubitably of weighty moment, 
proposition is unworthy of consideration, 


of all profit or prosperity to the industry. 


Here is a case for reciprocal treaties. 
Herein is an instance 


where judicious reciprocity would save one of the great industries 
of the country. The Chamber of Commerce of thc^ city of San 
Francisco understands this fully, and it has addressed the California 
delegation in Congress on the subject in terms so 
mild 
and 
so 


evasive as to possess no value whatever. It amounts merely to an 
hysterical plea for mercy. It adjures the delegation in Congress to 
take care of the interests of California in the premises, but it does 
not strengthen their hands 
of policy. 


by a bold, masterly, logical declaration 


There is a class of high protectionists who are so radical as to 


t>e far beyond the pale of common sense, practicability or reason. 
Among the adherents of every good cause there is a radical element. 
Radicalism is ahsays attended by the misfortune of intellectual 
limitation. It is ahvays a manifestation of enfeebled intelligence 
to mistake a \\ell-perceived truth for all the truth that stands related 
to any subject. The radical professes stalwartism because he has 
observed that in popular assemblages the expression of radical sen- 
timents uniformly elicits applause. In consequence of this we have 
a class of radical", high protectionists, who mistake partisan bigotry 
for patriotism 
To this class reciprocity is a high protection heresy. 


They will abate nothing of their fierce radicalism, because to do so 
has the appearance in their minds of disloyalty to the cause they 
once espoused. They esteem servile, partisan subserviency as an 
evidence of profound conviction. To this radical element the prune 
growers of California will appeal in vain. Rather than relax one 
iota of the political bigotry of which they are guilty they would 
sacrifice every prune orchard in the State. 


It was in fear of this element that the Chamber of Commerce 


of San Francisco formulated the soft-sounding resolutions addressed 
to the California delegation in Congress, and it is in like fear of this 
element that the other commercial organizations will imitate its 
example, and through this moral cowardice the interests of Califor- 
nia will be left naked to their enemies. 


The commerce of the world is based upon reciprocity. 
It is 


imbecile for any nation to suppose that it can erect tariff barriers 
against the whole world and not find the excluded nations in com- 
bination against it? commerce. It is absolutely absurd to suppose 
that the place the United States holds in the commerce of the world 
can be retained and at the same time make no concession whatever 
to the rig-hts 2nd interest, or the material well-being, of the other 
rations, and, finally, a completely unilateral commercial relation with 
the other nations of the earth is wholly and entirely impossible. 


If the moral side of the 
the business side of it 


certainly commands attention. However low may be the estimate 
placed on female chastity and the personal rights of women, the 
community has enough discernment left to appreciate the value of 
a dollar and to measure the consequences of driving away capital 
and homeseekers. It will not avail to advertise abroad the manifold 
physical advantages and climatic attractions of Oakland if the tele- 
graph continues to chronicle far and wide the story of assaults 
on unprotected 'women. A barroom guffaw of triumph over the ac- 
quittal of the accused, however pleasing to our amour propre, how- 
ever indicative of the prevailing taste and morals of the community, 
however charged with a sense of humor and a delicate perception 
of the fitness of things—however appropriate as a finale to the 
farce, we say—outsiders not educated up to—or 
down 
to—our 


standards will not be apt to appreciate the comic side of such doings. 
It may not hurt our feelings to have our trials called mockeries of 
justice—we can stand that. 
But it will injure business, hurt our 


pockets. Marry, tTiere's, the rub. Can we stand that? 


San Francisco is under vast obligations to Senator Perkins for 


his untiring efforts in behalf of the city's port facilities, its shipping 
interests and the erection of suitable 
public buildings 
for 
the 


transaction of government business. The magnificent new postoffice, 
just completed, and the irrposing custom house, now in course of 
erection, are monuments of the zeal, industry and 
influence of 


Senator 
Perkins, 
who is now preparing to place San Francisco 


under still greater obligationsjto him. He will shortly introduce a 
bill for the establishment of a'great naval station for the army and 
its transport service at Black Point. The bill will carry an approp- 
riation of $2,000,000 or more. Part of the money is for the purchase 
of additional lands and sea frontage, and the remainder is for the 
erection of docks, wharves and military storehouses. 
The pro- 


posed station will be headquarters of the army transport service and 
afford a suitable place, supplied with every necessary facility for 
the embarkation and debarkation of troops, and for the shipment of 
supplies and munitions for the military in the Philippines.

The shipping bill has at last passed the Senate by nearly a strict 


party \ ot'e. E\ery Republican Senator from the maritime States 
voted in the affirmati\e 
Senator Perkins, whose long and intimate 


association with the sea transport business and whose close persona 
knowledge of seafaring enable him to speak with authority on this 
subject, made a convincing speech in favor of the bill. He pointec 
out that the discussion relative to the best means of reviving our 
languishing merchant marine has continued many years in and out 
of Congress, and that the bill presented by the Committee on Com- 
merce and Navigation offers the only practical means of achieving 
the desired result \ et presented. He also made the point that th 
"objectors to the bill had no effective alternative proposition to offer 
The opposition picked flaws in 
every 
proposition to revive our 


shipping industry advanced, but never presented any concrete plan 
for restoring the American merchant marine to its ancient pre 
eminence. He said all agreed that a revival of our merchant marine 
was highly necessary and desirable. As this^bill offered the mos1 


feasible solution of the problem yet presented, although the ques 
lion had been exhaustively discussed from every point of view, h 
deemed it worthy of trial. Congress had debated the subject long 
enough, and the time had arrived for action. For his part, the tern 
subsidy had no terrors because it was applied by those with no 
alternative to suggest. Thoughtful persons who have followed the 
shipping discussion will conclude that Senator Perkins is eminentl} 
correct.

The prisoner is employ-

Company in New Yoik, 
The young man took his arrest cool- 


ly. He said that he came home at 10 30 
p. m on December 14 and went to bed. 
He was In the habit of sleeping on the 
outsido and his brother on the inside of 
the bed 
He said he was sound asleep 


when Carl climbed in beside him. About 
11.30 
o'clock, according to the prisoner, 


he suddenly found himself on the floor 
and believed he had been kicked out of 
bed. 
He saw Carl, enveloped In a "pil- 


lar of flames," leap over the foot board. 


WATER ON FLAMES. 


Alexander said he ran down stairs In 


his excitement and returned with a pail 
of water which he poured over his bro- 
ther 
Carl died on December 19, five 
days later. Chief Murphy says that Al- 
exander was given a powder shortly be- 
fore he died. Before the flre Alexander 
is alleged to have asked Mrs. Ruther- 
ford what would take out paint stains 
on clothing. She told him that benzine 
was as good as anything. He bought 
some and Mrs Rutherford has Informed 
the police that when she ran into the 
young men's room on the night of the 
fire, she kicked over a benzine bottle ly- 
ing on the floor. The chief says that the 
clothing was burned on Carl's side of the 
bed only. The prisoner told Chief Mur- 
phy that he and his brother agreed to 
have their lives insured In each other's 
favor. Carl was insured for SLOQO In the 
Metropolitan and for ?1000 in the Fidelity 
and Casualty Company. When he finish- 
ed making his statement. Chief Murphy 
asked' "How do you suppose your bro- 
thei got on flre in bed'" 
"I tnlnk It must have been two matches
